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Armando Gonzalez-Caban stands 
sideways, positioning his feet at a 90-degree 
angle. 

Straightening his back, Gonzalez-Caban 
bends his left arm and gently raises it behind 
his head. 

He pauses for a second, realizing how 
awkward the stance must look. 

“This is a very unnatural position,” admits 
Gonzalez-Caban. 

But then he gracefully waves his right 
hand through the air and says the phrase that 
will give credibility to this unlikely set of 
components. 

“En garde.” 

it’s a phrase that has created legends out 
of Hollywood swashbucklers and dashing 
literary characters. 

it’s the stuff of which romance is made. 

Gonzalez-Caban, 35, shuffles to and fro in 
the living room of his Riverside home, 
passing the small pewter figures of Don 
Quixote and Sancho Panza on an end tab'« 

The figurines accentuate the aura of 
gallantry that surrounds the sport of fencing.

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During the week, Gonzalez-Caban is an 
economist for the United States Department 
of Agriculture’s forestry service. 

But on Saturday mornings, he’s the 
fencing instructor at the Magnolia Park 
Recreation Center in Upland. 

Most of his 10 students are barely in their 
teens and began the $20-a-month lessons for 
a variety of reasons. 

Christian Seligman, 13, of Upland says he 
got his start dueling his older brother with 
long sticks. 

Seligman says his mother enrolled him in 
classes after watching him easily win a 
makeshift swordfight. Touche. 

Another Upland teenager, Jason Lehr, 13, 
joined the class 6 years ago when his sister 
signed up for piano lessons. 

Lehr recalls seeing an enrollment card for 
the fencing class and deciding the sport 
interested him more than Pop Warner football 
or Little League baseball. 

In those days, the lessons were held in 
the cellar of the old recreation center next 
door to the police station on D Street. 

After a rough, six-minute duel that 
seemed to last 60 minutes, Lehr passes a 
hand through his disheveled hair and remarks 
that fencing is a misunderstood sport. 

“Everybody thinks this is easy,’ he says. 
“For one thing, these polyester uniforms are 
like heaters.” 

Gonzalez-Caban adds there’s more 
discipline involved in the sport than meets 
the eye. 

Fencing evolved in the mid-1700s from the 
French duels fought for honor and — many 
times — love. 

The object of a modern-day match is to 
touch an opponent on all or a certain part of 
the body, while trying to avoid being touched 
in turn. 

Three types of swords are used, each with 
its own set of rules. 

The traditional sword, used by men and 
women, is the 43-inch foil, weighing a little 
more than a pound. 

Gonzalez-Caban explains in foil fencing, 
points are scored only by touching an 
opponent’s torso. A metallic vest is worn to 
show the scoring area. 

The saber is about the same size and 
weight as the foil, but it has a flat blade. 

Points can be scored by touching 
opponents anywhere from the waist up, says 
the instructor. 

The heaviest of the three weapons is the 
epee, weighing 27 ounces. 

Points can be scored by touching any part 
of the opponent’s body with the end of the V- 
shaped blade. All the swords have blunt tips. 

Electronic equipment is used in foil and 
epee duels to help judges discern when a 
correct touch is made. 

Wires are attached to-the swords and sent 
up the opponent’s arms and down their 
backs, where they are connected to a long 
cable. 

The cable is plugged into a box that lights 
up whenever a sword makes contact with the 
metal vests worn by the duélers. 

“This is the oldest modern sport around,” 
jokes Gonzalez-Caban. 

For three years he has directed the 
unnamed fencing club in Upland, which at 
one time was called The Royal Academy of 
Fencing. 

Most of the young students are past the 
basic ‘“‘advance, retreat and lunge”’ phases 
and handle their weapons with confidence. 

But sometimes the quest for perfection 
becomes a little rough for the younger 
members of the class. 

Even the metal mesh on his face mask 
couldn’t hide the disappointment of one 9- 
year-old boy who lost a recent duel. 

“Don’t cry. You did great,” says Gonzalez- 
Caban, who recalls his own days as a novice 
swordsman. 

Although he was a bit older than the 








frustrated student, Gonzalez-Caban says he 
was just as determined. 

An immigrant from Puerto Rico, Gonzalez 
Caban was introduced to the sport in 1969 at 
the University of Puerto Rico. 

His dedication to fencing is obvious, from 
the small gold pendant that hangs around his 
neck to the foils crossed above his fireplace. 

Gonzalez-Caban takes the sport seriously 
and expects everyone else to do the same. 

“| taught one class at the university (at 
Riverside) and made everyone run to build, 
endurance,” remembers the instructor. * 

“They all quit,’ he says with a grimace. 
“They just wanted the glamour.” (]

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Ex-teacher good at or

Keeping order is something Frances Barks is 
good at, after 38 years in the classroom and three 
years as parlimentarian for the Cucamonga 
Elementary School District. 

“We had had a problem with a former 
superintendent taking control of our board 
meetings,” Georgia Griffin, president of 
Cucamonga’s board of trustees, said. 

Griffin said the former administrator did not 
respect the authority the board president had in 
controlling the meetings. After elections resulted in 
Griffin’s first term as president, she started looking 
for a registered parlimentarian. 

“| asked Ruth Harris, who was then serving on 
the county board, and she said we hada 
parlimentarian in our own backyard,” Griffin said. 

Barks is the only registered parlimentarian in 
the area, with the nearest parlimentarian living in 
Bloomington. 

“She’s been an asset to the board,” Griffin said. 

Barks said she studied for several years before 
taking atest to become a registered parlimentarian 
with a national and a state association. She also 
took a 30-hour course in parlimentary procedures or 
laws. 

“Parlimentarians help a meeting to run well. | 
get a lot of calls, especialiy around elections. | 
could get paid but’! don’t; | do it for my own 
pleasure,” Barks said. 

Before serving the Cucamonga School District 
as parlimentarian, Barks taught for 29 years. Four 
of her students eventually became trustees of the 
district. 





“At one meeting teachers were demanding a 
minimum day on Wednesday to do their paper 
work. | brought my work home to do it,” she said. 

“Many teachers are not into teaching but into 
what they can get for it,” she explained. 
“Cucamonga teachers have always been paid a 


reasonable salary.” a 
“Vd hate to see teachers get money-hungry, 


she said. ° 

Teachers in the Cucamonga School District 
have never gone on strike, but there was a time 
when Barks was consulted by the superintendent 
just in case. “He and | sat down and made a plan 
on how we would keep school open. We knew 
which teachers would strike and which wouldn't,” 
she said. But the plan was never used. 

She said the California Teachers Association 
can be ahelp and a hinderance. “‘It’s a great 
organization and in many ways it has helped, but 
when they have radical workers it can be a 
hinderance. Other employee organizations seem to 
be more reasonable.” 

“We taught much longer days than teachers 
teach now,” she said. 

Known as “Miss Barks,” the long-time educator 
said she never married ‘“‘because it didn’t seem 
necessary —.! was always into something. I’ve had 
a full life teaéhing for 38 years, three in a Japanese 
relocation camp and six in Texas.” 

She said she could still be substitute teaching 
in the Cucamonga District, ‘but not just a day or 
two. Maybe if they had a long-term assignment.” 

Barks is kept busy with many hours of volunteer 
work. She volunteers at San Antonio Hospital, 
she’s involved with the Eastern Star and is a

“Kids need a great deal of help and 
understanding because they’re growing up. 
Teaching is a wonderful profession if you have a 
love for children, patience and want to help your 
fellow man,” Barks said.

Lumber aids West Valley’s

Lumber played a big. part in the 
development of the valley. 

Lumber came from the mountains 
directly to the north — the San 
Gabriel and the San Bernardino 
ranges. 


It began with the building of the 
missions and the original Spanish 
land grant ranchos. Walls of the 
buildings were built in the traditional 
Mexican style of sundried adobe 
bricks and the roofs of fired clay tiles.

But this necessitated the use of heavy 
timbers and planks to hold up the 
roof. 

The valley itself was devoid of trees 
except for a few willows and some 
cottonwoods that grew along the 
banks of the creeks. Some of the 
canyons and ravines reaching into the 


higher elevations of the mountains 
had stands of timber. 

To cut. trees from the public 
domain, the dons had to get permis- 
sion from the governor. Trees were 
felled and bucked into proper lengths. 
The log was flattened on one side and 
then hoisted onto a rack where two 
men, one on top and one on the 
bottom, would saw boards from the 
log lengthwise. They used a whipsaw 
about seven feet long and could cut a 
hundred to two hundred lineal feet a 
day. 


As more settlers came into the 
valley, there was more demand for 
lumber. By the late 1830s, a water- 
powered mill was built either on Lytle 
Creek or the Santa Ana River (histori- 
ans aren’t quite certain. which, but 
they were the only two streams with 
sufficient water to power a sawmill.) 

Logs were transported to the mill by 
teams of oxen pulling the logs down a 
“skid-road. A ‘skid-road” was built 
with small logs sunk into the roadbed 
crosswise to make easier sledding of 
the logs. Cut lumber was delivered on 
“carretas,’ Mexican ox carts, to 
various destinations, even as far away 
as the Pueblo de Los Angeles. Some 
of the lumber was used in the building 
of ocean-going boats. 

At the outbreak of the Mexican War 
the “Mormon Battalion” was ordered 
by the war department to take posses- 
sion of this territory. After building 
Fort Moore in Los Angeles, the 
battallion was garrisoned at the Ran- 
cho Del Chino and a smaller contin- 
gent at the Cajon Pass. 

The Mormons liked the area and 
after the war they purchased Rancho 
San Bernardino and founded the city. 
The Mormon Church remained only a 
few years, returning to Salt Lake, but 
the group left quite an impact on the 
area. Members introduced more mod- 
ern methods of milling lumber with

steam power, using scrap from the 
milling operation for fuel. They built 
roads into the mountains: Remnants 
of some are still there. 

Many mills were established and 
operating from the Tujunga Canyons 
in the west to San Gorgonio Pass in 
the east. Large eastern lumber compa- 
nies moved in, buying large tracts of 
timber in the mountains. Some even 
built narrow-gauge railroads for the 
logging operations. 

There were quite a variety of trees in 
these forests, ranging from Pondero- 
sa, Jeffrey and sugar pines to Douglas 


and white firs, as well as cedar, 
juniper and canyon oak. 
With the advent of the citrus 


industry in the valley, more and more 
lumber was needed to make shipping 
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in a miracle revival.

Judge Ellen Brodie of 
Upland has been named 
“Woman of Achievement 
for 1983” by the Foothill 
Valley Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club. 

Brodie was appointed 
the first woman judge in 
the West Valley in Janu- 
ary of this year after 
serving as deputy public 
defender. The court Bro- 
die presides over was 
added because of popu- 
lation growth in the area 
and was funded by the 
San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors.

After the screening 
process, four applicants 
remained. ‘‘Then who 
knows what happened,” 
she said.

Brodie said the other 
applicants were well 



































qualified and said any of 
the three would have 
made a good judge. 

“You get a different 
view of court as a judge,” 
the Upland woman said. 
“When you’re a lawyer 
you’re always an advo- 
cate, always fighting for 
your client; this is your 
job,” she said. 

“Being a judge, you 


have to balance both 
sides. You have to apply 


the law and be fair to all 
parties. 

“In the last few years 
there has been a terrible 
increase in senseless vi- 
olence that you didn’t 
see in years gone by. 
Sometimes you feel bad 
about things that hap- 
pen; even the people who 
come in (as defendents) 
are victims, of their envi- 
ronment or genetics,” 
she said. 


She said she has been 

appalled at the number 
of potential jurors who, 
during drunken driving 
cases, are excused be- 
cause a family member 
was killed or maimed by 
a drunk driver. 

How much a person 
drinks doesn’t matter; so- 
ciety doesn’t want them 
to get in a car and drive 
because of the results, 
Brodie noted. 
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First female judge reflects on her job 


“I'd like to see stronger 
laws,” she said. First- 
time offenders are sent 
to an alcohol education 
class, she said, based on 
statistics that show the 
program is _ successful 
with first-time offenders, 
but not with second- and 
third-time drunken driv- 
ers. 

Brodie started law 
school when her young- 
est of three sons was in 


fourth grade. She has 
previously worked with 
the sheriff's department, 
then transferred to the 
public defender’s office, 
where she became inter- 
ested in law.

At Upland Public Library, we have a new way to 
find books for patrons and to find cataloging for 


our new books. 


It’s called OCLC — Ohio College Library Center. 
OCLC began in 1967 as an automated on-line 
system for serving academic, public, and special 


libraries. 


In 1977 OCLC became OCLC Inc., a non-profit . 
corporation. At that time it had grown from serving 
54 Ohio libraries to serving 1,800 libraries in 49 


states. 


OCLA has two fundamental objectives: to 
increase ability of library resources for users of 
participating libraries, and to reduce the rate of per 
unit costs for processing books in libraries. 

OCLC now serves more than 6,000 libraries 
internationally. Stored in its computers is 
cataloging and location information for 9,564,590 
items, including books, phonograph records, films, 
magazines, pamphlets, government documents, 
maps, manuscripts and scores. Libraries access 
this giant data base on terminals that use 
telephone lines to connect with computers in 


Columbus, Ohio.

technical processing department, we first check it 
in our accounting system so it can be paid for. 

Next, it has to be cataloged. Cataloging is the 
process which assigns the book a set of symbols 
by which it may be shelved in a particular location. 
The symbols usually consist of a Dewey Decimal 
System number for non-fiction, and an author’s last 
name for fiction. 

Books catalogued by the Dewey system have a 
number that corresponds to the subject of the

particular subject are brought together in one 
location by the Dewey number. 

They are then arranged within the Dewey 
number by either a letter representing the author’s 
last name, or a number (called a Cutter number), 
which signifies the books’ position on the shelf 
relative to other books with the same Dewey 
number. 

This process of assigning shelf locations to 
books was fairly simple when collections were 
small, but as publications multiplied and 
collections grew larger and more unwieldy, 
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identifying people with knowledge of 
the area’s history.

A garden is as much a part of suburbia as

“When we first moved here, my husband said he 
wanted a garden. | grew up in lowa, so | know what 
big work it is,” she said. 

On the other hand, Pierre’s job is sometimes 
stressful, she said. He works in advertising, with 
the California Egg Advisory Board.

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DJ prods listeners awake in ‘drive time’

“| don’t consider myself a woman doing a 
man’s job — it is just a job.” 

Lee Scott approaches her work with an air 
of nonchalance, but she is among the few 
female radio disc jockeys nationwide with her 
own morning show. 

Sitting in the small studio at KNTF’s 
rented double-wide trailer on the Chaffey 
College campus, Scott admitted she had 
“never really thought about” the uniqueness 
of her position. 

“Then it occurred to me that | had never 
heard a woman DJ in the morning,” said the 
34-year-old Detroit native, born Leeana. 

“1 called a DJ friend in Detroit and he said 
he had never heard of one either,” she 
continued. ‘‘My listeners say I’m the only one 
they know of around here. 

“One woman called and said she heard 
only one other woman in the morning and that 
was in San Antonio, Texas. A couple of people 
have told me they were surprised to hear a 
woman on the air in the mornings.” 

Though women occupy the airwaves all 
other times of the day and occasionally as 
“regulars” featured on morning shows, radio 
stations have traditionally left men to man the 
microphones during the important “drive 
times,” which are the mornings and late 
afternoons. 

But Scott said she prefers to keep her 
country music listeners happy rather than 
worry about a gender gap. 

“It is a resposible position,” she said of 
her time siot. “Il am the first person some of 
these people hear in the morning. | have to get 
them up and get them to work. 

“Morning people are very loyal and country 
people are very loyal,” she added. “I hope | 
have a rapport with my listeners. | love them 
and | hope they love me, too.” 

Scott points out there are radio surveys 
which define listener preferences. Some have 
concluded women want to hear female disc 
jockeys and men are attracted to male radio 
personalities. 

“| have a very large female listenership and 
i'd like a large male one, too,” she said, 
adding that she gets a lot of calls from “real 
nice men who like to listen to me in the 
mornings.” 

Scott, who considers her landing the job at 
KNTF a “fluke,” left Detroit for California eight 
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years ago. 

“Detroit had a recession and when they 
close down the car factories, everything in 
Detroit closes down,” she said. “I didn’t see 
any sense in sticking around.” 

Four days after being laid off as a 
secretary in her hometown, Scott arrived in 
Pomona, where she began living with some 
relatives she hardly knew. Landing jobs 
waiting tables and as a teacher’s aide, Scott 


moved around quite a bit, going from Pomona 


to Montclair to Ontario, where she lived for 
seven years. 

A month after moving into a home in 
Rancho Cucamonga with son, Jason, Scott 
got her job on the air through the most 
unlikely of places — an employment agency. 

“| walked in and said the only job i had 
ever liked was in radio,” she recalled. 
“Fortunately, the woman | talked to realty 
cared and she started making some calls. It 
was an odd coincidence that the all-night girl 
here was leaving.” =

For years cable TV has been a topic of 
controversy in our area, especially Acton CATV 
based in Acton, Mass. The firm has attempted to 
serve the public although it has fallen far below the 
normal services given by other cable companies. 

As a stockhoider since 1980 in Acton CATV, | 
have tried to look at the overall picture from both 
sides. After attending the annual stockholder’s 
meeting in May, 1982, | realized that Sam and 
George Phillips, chairman and president of the 
company, respectively, were doing a lot of double 
talk. 

They said the western division had had very few 
complaints and those were taken care of within 24 
hours. Also, the company was expanding in 
California with new systems and the latest 
equipment, and was bringing its cables past many 
new homes, meaning many potentially new 
customers. 

If a company cannot give service, eventually 
something has to happen. Less personnel means a 
longer wait for service — and all Acton has to sell 
is “service.” Perhaps that is the reason Falcan 
Cable Company in Riverside purchased Acton’s 
area. 

| am certain many of Acton’s customers have 
heard its “motto”: “The Trouble is Up On The 
Blue,” meaning Blue Mountain. In reality, the 
problems are usually at 19th and Sapphire in Alta 
Loma.

in fact his people are there every time an 
Alaskan, Western or Continental airliner taxis 
into the Ontario International Airport 
terminal. 

With Allen Donnelly, Del Valle manages 
the Marriott corporation’s new flight kitchen 
in Rancho Cucamonga where meats are 
prepared and packed for hungry airline 
passengers. 

The task of settling into the new offices 
had its ups and downs, however. 

First there was the exhiliaration of moving 
out of cramped quarters at the airport and 
into the spacious new office. Then, 
employees were given raises and a pep talk 
— the future looked bright. 

But bad news came within a matter of 
hours. 

Employees had just received word on 





their raises when Continental Airlines 
announced it was filing for bankruptcy. When 
the company resumed some of its flights, it 
did not include those out of Ontario. 

“We moved in Friday and Saturday,”’ 
Donnelly said. ‘‘On Saturday at 4:30 (p.m.) we 
found out we lost half our business.” 

Actually, Continental represented slightly 
more than 40 percent of the 1,100 meals 
Marriott was providing out of the Rancho 
Cucamonga kitchen. Fifty employees were 
laid off as a result. 

“It was a total surprise,” Donnelly said. 
“But | think it’s going to be a temporary 
loss.” 

Del Vaile agreed but said he was keeping 
his fingers crossed. 

“| hope they’re coming back,” he said. “‘I 
feel bad about it. We get into a new building 
and suddenly we get the news ... | really

Donnelly is optimistic that the empty 
spaces inside the new 18,000-square-foot 
kitchen/warehouse will someday be filled. _ 

“We can handle 20 to 30 flights out of © 
here,” he said. 

Today, the facility is servicing eight 
flights. Workers also ‘‘strip” — clean up — 
four other flights out of Ontario. 

Space was the main reason for relocating 
the kitchen from the back of the airport’s 
restaurant, he said. 

“We were working in a 2,000-square-foot 
area,” he said. “This,” he said, looking 
around the new warehouse, “is a miracle.” 

Meals are assembled on a long, stainless 
steel table covered with flight food. Workers 
load the food with lightning accuracy onto 
plastic trays which are in turn placed in 
storage boxes where they will be heated in a 
plane’s oven. 

Donneily estimated it takes about eight 
hours to assemble everything for one meal. 

From a schedule, he’s able to predict how 
much food will be necessary to serve a plane 
load of passengers. = 

Airlines are constantly adjusting their 
passenger lists, he said, so flight time may be 
‘ess .han an hour away before a final tally is 
made. 

From the kitchen, food is transported by 
truck to the airport. 

Marriott’s new “in-flite” service facility is 
located just over four miles from OIA. 
Traveling over pre-planned routes, drivers 
shuttle meals to waiting airplanes and in 20 
minutes can have a flight serviced. 

But before anything goes on the table, 
airlines must decide what food they want 
their customers to eat. 

Donnelly said Marriott’s executive chef 
regularly makes menu presentations to the 
airlines which are in turn allowed to make 
their own recommendations. 

“The airlines tell us what menu they 
want,” he said. ‘“They might say they want a 
flight to have a light lunch or a sandwich ora 
fruit plate.” 

Each airline ends up with its own menu. 
Some, Donnelly said, tend to opt for an 
expensive list of ingredients, others budget 
less for food. 

“The airlines sometimes don’t do proper 
research on their meals,’ Donnelly said. ‘‘The 
meals might not turn out too well on the = 
plane. 

“It depends on how much the airlines 
want to spend ... if an airline comes in with a 
(low) budget, there may be (poor quality).”’ 

Inspectors also keep an eye on what’s 
going onto the trays. Donnelly said that 
because the flights travel over state borders, 
the Food and Drug Administration makes 
periodic inspections of the flight service 
kitchens. 

“We also encourage our own cooks to 
test the meals,” he added. 

For the most part, Del Valle thinks the 
results taste good. 

“| love to eat on airlines,” he said. “I love 
the food.” 0

Five years ago, Chaffey College was a breather to 
most opponents on the volleyball schedule. That was 
B.S. — Before Shaw. 

With Marilyn Shaw at the coaching helm, Chaffey 
College has been a challenger for the title. While 
winning the top prize has escaped the Panthers, it’s 
the only thing Shaw hasn’t captured. 

“Before, we were a win for everybody,” says Shaw, 
who left a successful high school program at Alta 
Loma to aceept the Chaffey post. ‘Now we’re 
competitors.” 

Along with Citrus and Glendale, Chaffey is - 
considered among the best in the Inland Valley 
Conference. That’s a testament to players and coach 
of a school beset with many disvantages in the sport. 

While other schools enjoy the benefits of year- 
round program, Chaffey goes the farthest with the 
least. Hard work by Shaw’s players overcome the lack 
of facilties in the district and recreational programs. 

Shaw’s current squad is a young team, with just 
three sophomores. “It’s a learning year for us, we just 
have to work hard.” 


Diana Hargrave and Kathy Aria of Alta Loma and 
Patty Herrera of Corona are the lone returning players. 
Newcomers this year include Patty Reid (Norco), 
Denise Salgado (Corona), Marianne Fujiwara (Chino), 
Bonnie England (Ontario) and Terre Fulton and 
Adrienne Hall (both from Alta Loma). 


What makes it easier for Shaw is the emergence of 
competitive high school teams in Chaffey’s district. 


“I’m real pleased to see that,” Shaw says. ‘People 
are starting to understand volleyball and pay attention 
to it. It’s well thought of now and coaches are getting 
better and better.” 


Going into Friday’s IVC contest at San Bernardino, 
Chaffey has a 2-2 league mark and 4-2 overali. Despite 
an unexpected defeat against Riverside, Shaw is 
optimistic about the season.

The hog manure made rich fertilizer, but when 
spread in the groves, it’s odor was nearly 
unbearable. It had to be turned into the soil quickly, 
to keep at least partially, peace in the 
neighborhood. For years, and perhaps even now, 
silverware, bits of chinaware, and bones came to 
the surface every time the soil was tilled. 

Then “commercial” or chemical fertilizers 
began to become popular. They could be tailored to 
provide the nutrients that a particular soil seemed 
to need. They were nearly odorless, and being 
bagged, were easier to apply. 

Also popular, was ammonia gas, applied from 
cylinders unloaded were irrigation water entered a 
grove. The water absorbed the ammonia and carried 
it to all of the tres. Little labor was involved. 

Pest control was needed annually, or more 
often, depending on the problem. Pests on the 
trees and fruit included Black Scale, Red Scale, 
Cottony-cushion Scale, Red Spider, and others. 
Fumigation was the normal method of control, for 
many years, and was usually done in the coolness 
of the night. 

Crews ‘“‘tented” one row of trees at atime, 
using huge canvas sheets to cover the trees and 
reach the ground, all around. Getting the tents over 
the trees, and later jumping them to the trees in the 
next rows, was a neat trick. It invoived long, spiked 
poles, with ropes attached, too detailed to explain 
here. 

Then, a donkey drawn cart, loaded with 
earthenware “pots” hydrochloric acid, and 
granulated cyanide, moved past the tents. At each 
tree, a pot, with a measured amount of acid, was 
placed under the tent. Next, a measured amount of 
cyanide was quickly dumped into the pot, and the 
tent pulled down. At once, deadly hydrocyanic gas 
rose from the pot to fill the tent. :

best placement in relation to the total collection, 
assign its Dewey number, and see that the work of 
placing labels was done properly. 

Even cataloging fiction books, where shelving is 
arranged by the author’s last name, required that 
records be kept of the form of the name to be used. . 

Authors publish under different variations of the 
same name, i.e. James Blish, or J.D. Blish; and they 
often publish under pseudonyms (such as Samuel 
Clemens’ alter ego, Mark Twain). 

These and many other problems in assigning 
authorship make cataloging a very complicated and 
expensive process.
